Discussion again ensued followed 
by a motion by Brown “that a com¬ 
promise be made to reduce the ar¬ 
rears to $1800 and that a grant be 
made sufficient to keep the taxes on 
the property down to $600 maximum 
'(Sec. 166) and in case of default of 
agreement made for payment of ar¬ 
rears the property will be subject to 
the full amount of taxes as at the 
day of the tax sale. The motion car¬ 
ried i\ voting for and Mayor King 
voting against. 

Moved by Mr. Allan that Chas. Ot- 
towell be granted privileges under 
the Consolidation Act for the arrears 
of business taxes. Motion carried.

It)mate limit of paternalism is 
dijeves that such paternalism as 
should be swept away. 
But as long as the manufacturer must have his protection 
the Western farmer is quite justified in demanding com¬ 
pensation for the injury done him by the tariff. 

“Dr. Baird’s attack on the farmer for lack of foresight 
in not cutting production is either lack of information or 
perversity. Lurribering which he mentioned, lends itself 
to control. If over production threatens, the lumberman 
can stop work temporarily and his product just keep on 
growing. But the farmer knows that the world needs so 
much wheat Between seed time and harvest, anything may 
happen in any country—drought, cutworm, grasshopper, 
hail, frost. He must put in a crop and take a chance, be¬ 
cause the world depends on him for sustenance. His gro¬ 
cer, banker, lawyer and doctor also take a hand in the 
game. He must put in his crop. It may be needed. 

“‘Regarding the Atlantic seaboard ports, B.C. and Al¬ 
berta are not greatly interested. They have Vancouver. 
Saskatchewan looks to Churchill, despite the clever prop¬ 
agandists from the East who malign. No amount of leg¬ 
islation will force us to take the more expensive route 
unless we have to. 

“West and the Maritimes are pretty much in the same 
boat, with the primary producer bled by protected inter¬ 
ests and organized finance. There is no reason why the 
East and West should not co-operate. But Maritimers 
must not harp on the patriotic and sentimental side of the 
bargain too much. Westerners have a habit of distrust¬ 
ing anything that smacks too much of sentiment or ‘wil¬ 
ling martyrdom’.”

Not many weeks ago Senator Huey Long of Louisiana, 
addressed fellow members of the Senate, giving a warn¬ 
ing of the situation which is fast developing in L nited 
States, and which is due to the concentration of wealth in 
the hands of the few—the six or seven per cent., of the 
population. 

Mr. Long’s speech as reported in the Congressional 
Record is quite applicable in the main, to the Canadian 
situation. Extracts are given as follows: 

“When in 1920, the dollar was worth 60 cts. there were 
existing contracts between the government and railroads, 
between States and railroads, between cities and street 
car service and electric light companies, providing certain 
charges for service viz. 6 cts. a ride on the street cars, 2 
cts. a mile on the railroads, 1 ct. a kilowatt hour for elec¬ 
tricity, 5 cts. a thousand cubic feet for gas, and so on.

went to the Supreme Court and said: ‘These contracts are 
not worth a thmg. In the general interest of society, the 
dollar must be considered as worth what it will buy, and 
the power of the government to regulate, overrides the 
sanctity of contracts.’ 

“The Supreme Court said that the contracts were of no 
value and must be under the regulating power of the gov¬ 
ernment, and that prices legal when the dollar was worth 
a dollar, were not binding when the dollar was worth 60 
cents. Therefore all contracts must be re-valued. The 
5 ct. fares must be 8 cts., the 2 ct railway fare must be 
3.6 cts., the 6 ct. charge for gas was made 14 cts. And 
all over the land, the banking interests which* owned the 
railroads and corporations then, and which own them now, 
succeeded in having cancelled contracts which had been 
made all over this country, in order to protect the vested 
right of property.

ANOTHER THEORY GONE WEST 


Jokes and nasty cracks about women’s propensity for 
telephone conversation, have grown with the prevailing 
use of the telephone. It has been generally accepted that 
women are world beaters in this form of recreation. But 
this theory like so many accepted theories, has been 
knocked out by statistics. 

Statements of long distance telephone calls put through 
by the Alberta Legislature, prove that the one lone 
woman member is very chary of conversation compared 
with her more voluble male colleagues. Despite her iso¬ 
lated position, which would give her every excuse to 
chat frequently with a few of her own sex, she restrained 
herself admirably, checking in with only $59 worth of 
long distance conversation. And she a Cabinet Minister! 

Indeed the Cabinet Ministers with their multitudinous 
and far reaching interests showed a very fine example to 
private members, some of whom dropped pearls of wis¬ 
dom to the extent of $1100 a year. They evidently have 
never heard of the use to which great executives have 
put the hour glass, which in our grandmothers’ day, was 
the infallible gauge of the three minute egg. 

Strangely‘enough, it is the opposition who top the list 
as long distance conversationalists. Liberals and Conser¬ 
vatives, from whose lips the word economy is rarely ab¬ 
sent, have cut loose with gay abandon and talked their 
heads off. What is going on for example in the riding of 
Wetaskiwin, or what"ls being accomplished there that 
justifies Mr. Montgomery in talking 1,153 dollars’ worth. 
For that matter what heavy deals justify Mr. Duggan 
of Edmonton in talking over long distance to the extent 
of $1,043. It would look very much as if private mem¬ 
bers denied full expression on the floor of the Legislature 
rushed out and made their speeches to their neighbors 
back home. 

There is no doubt that we have in Edmonton, some of 
the talkingest boys of our time. We need not worry 
about their repressions, but we might give a thought to 
their conception of economy. 

Economizing in little ways is a penny-pinching, dis¬ 
agreeable, nagging process which almost everyone dis¬ 
likes. But practically every taxpayer is doing just that 
—economizing in light and heat, in travelling, In tele¬ 
phoning and telegraphing and even in stamps. If our 
members of legislature and also of parliament could 
guard their expenditures as scrupulously as if they were 
paying them from their own pockets, there might be a 
still greater saving in controllable expenses.

Thous 
lands of gallons of gasoline will be 
used this year on Montana highways, 
going tax free, according^# the pa¬ 
per. 

The federal tax is one cent, a gal¬ 
lon and the state tax is 5 cents.

Lives Lost and Untold Property 

Damage in Quake Affecting 152 
Cities in South 

With a death toll of 118 or over, 
with 1000 victims * in hospital and 
4000 others injured, and with proper¬ 
ty damage to the extent of forty mil¬ 
lion dollars, Southern California was 
rocked on March 10, 11 and 12 wjth 
earth tremors. The most severely af¬ 
fected areas were round Long Beach 
though for a great distance the shock 
was felt with severity. There were 
87 earth tremors, lessening in se¬ 
verity, after the first devastating 
quake of Friday evening. 

The belt affected, is one of the 
richest in America. It includes the 
great citrus industry, the motion 
picture industry, and many of the 
most magnificent estates in the 
country. 

Twenty-two school buildings at 
Long Beach, Compton and Los Ange¬ 
les were a total loss, and 100 other 
structures were razed. Many of the 
sturdier buildings suffered minor in¬ 
juries. 

The continuance of the tremors 
caused the millions of inhabitants of 
Southern California, a period of long 
drawn strain and suffering. All cit¬ 
ies were put under guard, and sup¬ 
plies were instantly rushed to the 
stricken district. 

Although this part of California is 
the mecca of touring Canadians, 
there are few reported on the lists 
of dead or iRjured. 


PLAN VEGETABLE 
SPACE AND MAKEUP 

For the economy of time, and to 
escape the drudgery of gardening ar¬ 
range the space for vegetables so 
that the work of cultivation may be 
done by horse power. That is the 
garden should have length rrathe 
that inter tillage by horses and scuf- 
fier is .practicable. This system in its 
carrying out resolves itself for exam¬ 
ple into a row of carrots rather than 
a bed of carrots. 

Rows should be fair width apart 
and plants in the row can be given 
ample space according to their habit 
of growth. Roominess is of particu¬ 
lar advantage in a drought season as 
the larger moisture drawing area per 
plant is a further assurance towards 
a successful crop. 

- The vegetable garden is not neces¬ 
sarily a perplexing matter to worry 
or procrastinate about. In the spring- 
as soon as garden soil is tillable 
plant, lettuce, radish, peas, spinach 
and onions. Sow small seeds in care¬ 
fully worked ground, make rows 
straight, cover seeds well with soil 
yet shade toward shallow rather than 
than width and the rows be spaced so 
deep planting and firm the soil well 
over the seed, the tramping over 
each row with the feet can be recom¬ 
mended. At the end of April put in 
beets, carrots and parsnips. About 
May 20th plant beans, corn, cucum¬ 
bers, pumpkin and squash. Tomatoes 
may be started in the house by plant¬ 
ing in pots during March and trans¬ 
plant to the garden around the end 
of May, 

Ctebbage, especially the early sorts, 
and cauliflowers also may be started 
inside, although the main crop for 
winter use usually can be successful¬ 
ly grown by sowing the seed in early 
spring in a garden row where it is 
intended that the plants should grow. 

Potatoes will probably require a 
larger space than the select garden 
area will provide, hence we may re¬ 
gard the potato as a crop for a small 
section of a favored field, preferably 
a fallowed one. 

The classes of vegetables mention¬ 
ed are not all inclusive nor is the var 
iety name for each that follows sug¬ 
gested as the top in its class. Lettuce 
Iceberg; radish, Scarlet Top; peas, 
Thos. Laxton and Stratagem; spin¬ 
ach, Epinard; onions, Flat Red; beets 
Detroit Red; carrots, Chantenay; par 
snips, Hollow Crown; beans, . Small 
Pod Black Wax; corn, Banting or Pit 
aninny for early use, Golden Bantam 
for a late variety; cucumber, Davis 
Perfection; pumpkin, Small Sugar; 
squash, Green Ballhead and in pota¬ 
toes Irish Cobbler and Netted Gem 
Should prove acceptable. 

The farmer’s vegetable garden is 
in the ascendant and the thought that 
prompts this review is that idea? may 
be contributed that will aid in this 
important development, the improve¬ 
ment of the fanner’s garden.
